Dear Blabby 
Dear Blabby, 


I would like to be a token collector, but I just can't seem 
to find any tokens worth collecting. Any advise on token 
finding?

Dear Lev: 


Tokens can be hard to find. That's part of what makes 
collecting them fun. There aren't any secrets to token finding, 
just a lot of hard work. Here are 20 ideas to get you started. 


1. Metal Detecting. This is always a good bet, especially 
if you love the great out of doors. If you think that all of the 
best finds have been made, you're wrong! Even places that have 
been detected hundreds of times (West Dip, for example) yield 
good tokens to the persistent treasure hunter. If you don't want 
to buy a detector at first, try renting one from a pawn shop. 


2. Antique Stores. This is a hit and miss proposition, but 
there are some good finds to be made. Sometimes you can educate 
dealers to make them better future token finders. Leaving your 
name and phone number for their reference might be a good bet. 


3. Antique Shows; These shows bring out a lot of "vest 
pocket" dealers and may be worth your time. 


4. Flea Market/Swap Meets/Garage Sales. These are an 
endurance test, as much as anything, because they go on all of 
the time. The possibilities, however, are worth while. @ 


5. Coin Dealers/Token Dealers. This is likely the simplest 
method of token finding - but also the most expensive. A good 
way to look at the cost is to determine whether your time spent 








looking for tokens otherwise is "worth" anything. If it is, the 
dealer's price may be very reasonable indeed. Otherwise, you may 
Wish to do the finding yourself. 


6. Utah Coin and Token Shows. There are a few of these each 
year and some good material surfaces at them. Much is brought by 
out of state dealers and is available at bargain prices. One of 
the advantages of being a member of the club sponsoring the show 
is that you can enter early, when set up is being done, and 
bargain hunt. 


7. Coin Shows in Surrounding States. Here the potential is 
great, depending on your dedication. Boise, Denver, and Las 
Vegas are all accessible by car. Be sure to arrive early or the 
items you are looking for may be gone before you get there. The 
ATCO show produced some great finds last year but, Omaha is a 
long way to go. 


8. ATCO. The Active Token Collector's Organization 
publishes a monthly magazine filled with mail bid auction sales. 
If you are interested only in Utah Material, however, the pickins 
can be slim. 


9. Other National Organizations. Have you looked into the 
Token and Medal Society (TAMS), for example? 


10. National Exonumia Auctions. There are a few dealers who 
Operate exonumia auctions on a national scale. Sometimes trade 
tokens are included. These may be worth investigating. 


ll. "Trading." I've heard it said that "with coins you have 
the grading problem, with tokens its the trading problem." True, 
some tokens are available on a "trade only" basis. This, 
however, is a two-edged sword, because at least the material is 
available. You may have to jump through some hoops to get it, 
but this can be good for your character. 


12. NUTS Raffle. I understand the National Utah Token 
Society now has at least one good token at each month's raffle. 
Do you feel lucky? 


13. Other Utah Coin or Treasure Hunting Clubs. Tokens 
sometime surface at the club meetings of other Utah exonumia 
clubs. Maybe you should attend. 


14. Advertising. There are a number of places to advertise, 
from ATCO to the local newspaper. 


15. Flyers. Another method of advertising is to print flyers 
and distribute them in small towns. Be careful not to get 
arrested for littering. 


16. Business Cards. Have you thought of having a business 
card printed up that says "Levan Looker - Token Hunter" on it? 

















17. Door-knocking. Blabby has never tried this, but a 
understands that some folks have taken a handful of tokens to 

show as examples of what they are looking for and gone door to 

door in small towns asking "do you have any of these?" "Would you 

like to sell them?" 


18. Talking with (Older) Folks. I have found that alot of 
people are not only interested in discussing the use of tokens 
"back when," but they may also have a few kicking around. They 
may even be interested in having the tokens find a good home. 


19. Contacts. What it means to “have contacts" is somewhat 
unclear to Blabby. However, it seems that people who come up 
with lots of tokens seem to have them. 


20. Helping Others. Heaven forbid that this suggestion 
should be made, but Blabby believes that NUTS might find that by 
helping others they could accomplish more than might be possible 
otherwise. 


I hope these ideas get you started. Remember to be more 
like a tortoise than a hare. Remember also that, if you didn't 
get into tokens "when the getting was good" there is still time 
to compensate if you work hard. One last thing, Have fun with 
tokens! When it stops being fun, its time to find something else 
to collect.
